Federal wage laws prevent 
the shocking scandals of the de- 
pression years when mushroom- 
ing sweatshops reaped such a 
harvest out of pitiless human ex- 
ploitation. Mississippi was the 
focal point of the worst of this 
tragic story. 

There are some communities 
which offer tax inducements 
and low: land rentals. Some 
Western states do the same. But 
this policy is not sound and the 
practice of it slowly subsides. 
More and more industrialists 
have learned that it is bétter to 
come in on their own. If they 
accept special privileges they 
soon expire. Businesses whose 
profits are geared to privilege 
goon become unhappy as do the 
local governments which grant 
them. As costs go up, more privi- 
leges are necessary to maintain 
profits. Communities soon be- 
come sick of their “bargain.” 

What the A.F. of L. apparent- 
ly overlooks is that the great ex- 
pansion chiefly is in two fields, 
electronics and that of chemi- 


' cals-pulps-synthetics. New Eng- 


land is booming in the former. 
In the latter the Southeast is the 
only area where the fantastic 
growth of chemicals, wood pulps 
and synthetics is possible. Water 
is available in great quantity. 
The pine trees grow to maturity 
while the hard woods are attain- 
ing the status of saplings. 

Modern industry is going to 
continue on the move, 

‘‘The bomb” is going to give 
further impetus to decentrali- 
zation, 


Mixture 


The A.F. of L. protest is a 
mixture of soundness and error. 
It will be called socialism, but 
union leaders are right in say- 
ing that when an industry moves 
because it can do a more ef- 
ficient job, there should be 
some sort of transitory subsidy 
for the workers left without jobs 
and the communities bereft of 
payrolls. It is good Americanism 
and it is good business to pro- 
vide for an easement of the 
transition period. 

This legislation will come. 
When it does it will seem a natu- 
ral thing to do. The tremendous 
growth of urbanization and the 
vast growth of great cities will 
make it not merely necessary 
—but common sense. 

Those who don’t think so may 
change their minds by thinking 
of a great city and thousands of 
its persons in the grip of hunger 
and angry bitterness. 

The country is changing — and 
the speed of it will increase. 
More industry will move when 
nuclear energy is readily avail- 
able. 

For all its growth the South 
cannot afford to become smug 
—as it seems sometimes to be. 
Industry is not coming fast 
enough to take up all the slack 
created by the increased mech- 
jnization of the land. Cotton and 
tobacco still require a lot of 
hands, But, every year the ma- 
chines replace more of them. 
There still is an exodus. .The 
breast-beaters who see an ess 
process of indutsry are not sure 
prophets. 

Meanwhile, the aches and the 
pains of the increasingly fluid 
industrial revolution move slowly 
toward the floor of Congress as 
nuclear energy comes into indus- 
trial use. There will be more 
laws. There will be more changes 
as the cities grow and fewer 
hands take care of more and more

‘hands off!’ 

“That applies to senatorial and 
congressional campaigns as well 
as all others. 

“No one is authorized to speak 
for me or inject my name in a 
political way either for or against 
any candidate. 

“My sole purpose during the 
term of office to which I was 
elected is to serve the people to 
the best of my ability. 

‘Both Sen. George and fermer 
Gov. Talmadge are my friends. 
Neither has announced as a can- 
didate for office next year. There 
is, of course, doubt prevailing 
that any contest between them 
ever will materialize. 

“In any event, both these gen- 
tlemen and others are quite ca- 
pable of conducting their own 
campaigns without any interfer- 
ence from me. 

“The people of Georgia have 
proved, time and time again, that 
they do not need any newspapers, 
politicians or governors to tell 
them how to vote. Georgians are 
perfectly capable of deciding 
elections for.themselves without 
outside dictation or unsolicited 
advice from any quarter.”

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A Modern Airport 
Is in the Otfing 


The City of Atlanta has confirmed its 
previously announced intention to bring 
the municipal airport up to date. 

The city formally has filed a request 
with the Civil Aeronautics Authority for 
all the funds it can get under the new 
$63,000,000 federal aid airport improve- 
ment program. 

Mayor William B. Hartsfield an- 
nounced that the application for federal 
funds was a sort of civic point of no re- 
turn. It meant that long delayed plans to 
improve the airport would go through, 
and that the city had thereby obligated 
itself to raise approximately $6,000,000 
in matching funds. Of this figure, the 
mayor said that $4,000,000 would have to 
be bonds. The remainder could be revenue 
certificates. 

“IT want the entire community—civic 
leaders, aldermen and others—to know 
that we are hereby committing ourselves 
to complete the full $8,000,600 program 
at the airport,” the mayor said. 

This program includes a new terminal 
building, new loading ramps and all the 
necessary accessories for an airport in 
keeping with Atlanta’s importance. 

The airport improvement program 
should produce only token opposition. 
The terminal there is undoubtedly one of 
the busiest places in this hemisphere. 
According to the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thoritv, there were nearly 40,000 aircraft 
departures from the airfield last year. 
And approximately 854,000 passengers 
boarded planes in Atlanta. 

On the basis of passengers enplaning 
alone, Atlanta ranks eighth among the 
nation’s airports. And this figure does not 
take into account transients or those who 
ended their journey here. 

Atlanta’s airport is vastly important 
to the citv, state and region. It must have 
top priority on the list of civic improve- 
ments. The mayor’s firm statement on 
the matter merits the approval of all for- 
ward-looking Atlantans.

Rural Roads Program 


Is Temptation for Waste 


Georgia’s Rural Roads Authority has 
approved projects for surfacing 1,030 
miles of rural roads with its first bond 
issue. The 235 approved projects in 126 
counties will cost an estimated $13,- 
977,000. 

Bids on the first 51 projects will be re- 
ceived in August. The others will be let 
within a few months. 

The total to be spent under the au- 
thority’s program is $100,000,000. 

There is no argument that the roads 
are needed and that they will benefit the 
state. But there is a danger, which the au- 
thority must recognize, that Georgia will 
not get $100,000,000 worth of roads out 
of the deal. Then, too, somebody has to 
foot the bill for maintenance after the 
roads are completed. 

The magnitude of the road building 
job itself invites waste. With all due 
respect to contractors and to the counties, 
undue haste and competition for the 
available equipment and material could 
make the job much more costly. 

While not opposing the idea of coun- 
ty contracts, this phase of the program 
must be supervised carefully. 

There is also the danger that the in- 
creased building program will attract peo- 
ple into the contracting field who know 
nothing about road building. Fly-by-night 
contractors, hangers-on out to make a fast 
buck and county commissioners eager to 
pass their problems on to the state could 
consume much of the total. 

It is gratifying to see a start being 
made in getting Georgia’s counties out of 
the mud but the authority’s biggest task 
is to see they get $100,000,000 worth of 
roads from the funds spent.

The New Air Secretary 
Seems Well Qualified 


President Eisenhower has appointed 
Donald A. Quarles as secretary of the Air 
Force. He replaces Harold Talbott who re— 
signed after investigators questioned his 
use of public office to obtain business for 
a firm in which he was financially inter] 
ested. 

The public Knows little about Mr. 
Quarles, but the bare facts in the an- 
nouncement sound good. He is a research 
specialist and now is assistant secretary 
of defense for research and develop— 
ment. As such he has supervised the 
guided missile program and has planned 
the intriguing man-made satellites with 
which we may one day ring the earth. 

Mr. Quarles’ private life looks good, 
too. He is an electrical engineer and was 
with Bell Telephone Laboratories from 
1919 to 1948. He has been a vice presi- 
dent of Western Electric Company, and 
also served as head of the Sandia Labora—- 
tory in New Mexico where the Atomic 
Energy Commission has much of its re= 
search done. 

Thus far, Mr. Quarles seems a perfect 
appointment. Power these days is a mat= 
ter of staying ahead of the enemy in scien= 
tific development. Mr. Quarles definitely 
is a man of science and apparently is non- 
political. 

' The new secretary was recommended 
to the President by Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson. Mr. Wilson has learned 
many lessons during his years in the Pen- 
tagon, and perhaps one of them has been 
how to distinguish a public servant from 
a run of the mill tycoon.

In the higher places in government, both federal and state, the 
people who should know what they are doing take civil defense very 


seriously. 


They are formulating precise and careful plans, executing and 


projecting thorough drills and training programs. 


And what is per- 


haps even more significant, they are allocating large sums of money 


for the purpose. 

You cannot fail to obtain this 
impression at any session of civil 
defense experts. In Gainesville 
when the local civil defense plan- 


-ming Council met to hear from state 


representatives on the subject, talk 
centered most matter-of-factly on 
hundreds of thousands of evacuees, 
millions of dollars of appropria- 
tions, matching funds, expensive 
equipment, mobilization of thou- 
sands of people in every key com- 
munity of the nation and the pro- 
tection afforded by properly con- 
structed shelters. 

When a man tells you that you 
should have a nuclear bomb shelter 
today, his statement is impressive. 
And when he says that Gainesville 
must be prepared to handle 60,000 
to 70,000 refugees from Atlanta or 
make ready to evacuate its own 
people and to reroute traffic, ren- 
der first aid, provide an air raid 
warden for each block of houses 
and handle radio communications 
for the entire northern portion of 
Georgia, the idea is that he’s not 
just “‘whistling Dixie.”’ He means 
we could get caught short. An air 
raid with too much civil defense 
organization in being could not pos- 
sibly find us wishing we had done 
more. But an air raid with too 
little organization and preparation 
of the public would ereate chaos. 

State officials show in a series 


of inaps the large area that would 
serve to receive refugees from At- 
lanta and have planned a system 
of ring routes of highways to han- 
dle traffic. Gainesville is a vital 
point on the outer ring of north 
Georgia and, in case of a raid, 
traffic from Chattanooga to Jack- 
sonville, for example, would come 
through here to miss Atlanta con- 
gestion. 

Detailed plans have been pro- 
jected for each division of civil 
defense work here. There is a res- 
cue truck stationed at the Georgia 
State Highway Department main- 
tenance shop here and 24 highway 
department employes already have 
had 30 hours of training in the use 
of the 2,000 items of equipment 
on the truck. It was purchased by 
the state with matching funds from 
the federal government. 


Ample matching funds are avail- 
able for warden equipment, first 
aid station boxes, more rescue 
trucks such as that mentioned 
above, fire-fighting equipment, 
additional radio gear and all the 
other accoutrements needed for an 
efficient. civil defense or natural 
disaster set up.

U.S., British Politics 
Alike in Some Ways 


LONDON—There are some remarkable par- 
allels between British and American politics 
today. You don’t have to be in London long be 


fore they come into view. They are, I think, substantial similarities, 
not surface similarities, and suggest that like political forces are at 
work in both countries. The principal parallels are these: 


1 — Prime Minister Sir Anthony 
Eden is trying to give his Con- 
servative Party—within the terms 
of British domestic policy — the 
same kind of liberal look that 
President Eisenhower is trying to 
give the Republican Party in the 
United States. 

2 — Despite the personal pres- 
tige of Eisenhower and Eden, each 
is faced with an opposition party 
which itself commands either ma- 
jority — or something very near 
to majority — support among the 
voters. 

3 — The Labor Party in Britain 
has lost much of its special ap- 
peal and political ‘‘oomph’’ — even 
as the New Deal has in America. 

4 — The Conservative Party in 
Britain and the Republican Party 
in the United States are no longer 
being held responsible in the minds 
of most voters in. either country 
for the depression years of the 
thirties. Labor tried to make this 
issue against the Conservatives 
here this spring and failed just as 
the Democrats tried to make the 
same issue against Eisenhower in 
1952 and failed. 

There is one marked dissimilari- 
ty in British and American poli- 
tics. Here the Labor Party is 
grievously split between the Attlee- 
Gaitskell moderates and the Beva- 
nite extremists. It could keep La- 
bor out of office for a long time. 
In the United States the Demo- 
cratic Party is more united than it

has been for a long time and if it 
loses next year it will probably not 
be for reasons of disunity. 

All these points can be fully 
documented, 

Eden is trying to demonstrate 
to the British voters that the Con- 
servative Party is not synonymous 
with the aristocracy and landed 
gentry even as Eisenhower is try- 
ing to prove to the American vot- 
ers that the Republican Party is 
not synonymous with big business. 
Each is trying to consolidate his 
parliamentary — and congression- 
al—followers more solidly and con- 
sistently behind broad, humani- 
tarian, as opposed to class, poli- 
cies. Both run into considerable 
right-wing opposition within their 
own parties. 

My impression is that thus far 
Sir Anthony is making greater 
headway reforming the Conserva- 
tive Party than President Eisen- 
hower has made in reforming -the 
Republican Party. There are two 
reasons. One is the greater voting 
discipline within the British politi- 
cal parties because in the parlia- 
mentary system a vote against the 
leadership of the party can bring 
the downfall of the government to- 
gether with an unwanted election. 
The second is the fact that Church- 
ill, Eden, Chancellor of the FEx- 
chequer Richard A. Butler and 
others have been working at it 
longer than the President.

As they confess the weakness of 
the party without the President, 
though naturally not in so many 
words, and exhibit their utter de- 
pendence upon him by refusing 
to believe he might not run, their 
attitude becomes a somewhat dis- 
turbing phenomenon. 


For it indicates that one of the 
two great parties in our two-party 
system lacks confidence in itself. 

Typical of the situation was the 
outcry from one Republican gov- 
ernor—Fred Hall, the progressive 
young chief executive of Kansas 
and a devout Eisenhower disci- 
ple—when he was asked what 
would happen, to whom would the 
party look, if the President did 
not run again: 

“That really would be a mess!”’ 

The reliance upon the President 
also manifests itself in another 
way. This is an obvious disincli- 
nation of Republicans to run for 
national office—Senate and 
House—in hot spots where there 
would be uphill battles, unless they 
are sure that the President is 
going to head the 1956 ticket. They 
are aware, from the recent Demo- 
cratic trend in congressional, state 
and local contests, that they would 
be bucking a tide and would feel 
— without the Eisenhower life 

eit. 


For example, there is the case 
of Gov. Arthur M. Langlie of 
Washington, who is being urged to 
seek for Republicans the U.S. Sen- 
ate seat now occupied by the pop- 


ular Democrat, Sen. Warren Mags 
nuson. Whether the President him- 
self runs again next year will have 
a bearing upon his decision wheth- 
er to run or not, Gov. Langlie said 
very frankly. : 

For the reluctance of Republi- 
cans to risk contests in very dubi- 
ous areas if the President does 
not run, Gov. Langlie had an ex- 
planation which also might be 
classified as a rationalization. 

This was to the effect that the 
Republican Party, in order to do 
the hard and unpopular things that 
faced it after 20 years of Demo- 
cratic spending and piling up the 
public debt, could only succeed 
with a man at the head of the 
party who enjoyed the tremendous 
popularity and the confidence of 
the people that the President does.. 

Another Republican governor 
from the Northwest, who may run 
against Democratic Sen. .Wayne 
Morse next year—Gov. Paul L. 
Patterson of Oregon—was singular 
among Republican governors in 
that he did volunteer a list of pos- 


sible candidates if the President © 


is not available next year. 

He named Vice President Nixon, 
Henry Cabot Lodge and Paul Hoff- 
man, automobile manufacturer 
who was administrator of the Mar- 
shall Plan by appointment of for- 
mer President Truman. 

‘*You cannot,’’ said Gov. Patter- 
son, ‘‘allow any man to become 
irreplaceable.’’

At that time it contained six 
open fireplaces, a music room, 
dining room, electrically 
equipped kitchen, four bed- 
rooms, three baths and a large 
sitting room. 


The new layout gave the stu- 
dents what they obviously needed 
—a recreational center removed 
from the bustle of the city. 

Water for the house was sup- 
plied by a 137-foot’ artesian 
well, electrically pumped; wa- 
ter for the swimming pool 
came from a spring. 


SOCIAL ACTIVITY 


Within a few weeks the house 
had been renovated and fpre- 
pared for its new life, and at 
once it became the scene of 
social activity every week, with 
facilities of every kind indoors 
and 15 to 20 acres of grounds 
for outdoor recreation.

But no matter what happens, they plan to stay competitive. 

A previous story reported the failure of their attempt to 
break through Atlanta's five-cent soft drink market. 

The attempt had received widespread coverage in soft drink 
trade publications, for this city is said to be one of the few 
remaining nickel markets. 

At least one such magazine termed the move ““‘courageous.”’ 


Rising costs, it said, had put the profit squeeze on small 
bottlers in such places.

Casseroles Hit New High 


When Summer Sizzles

Casseroles rate tip-top on the popu- 
larity poll regardless of time of year. 

But when summer rolls around with 
its frequency of informal meals, they hit 
an all-time peak as a favorite dish. 

Take a foreign theme — an Italian 
one in this case. The dish is a mock 
ravioli. No trouble to do. Just remember 
to start early with the meat sauce. It 
takes a couple of hours to cook. 

The final step is alternating layers 
of richly-flavored tomato-meat sauce, 
pretty butterfly macaroni and a de- 
licious spinach and ripe olive mixture. 

It’s a real party dish. Make it for 
large crowds in an electric roaster. 


MOCK RAVIOLI 
MEAT SAUCE: 
2 pounds ground lean beef 
2 tablespoons cooking oil 
1 chopped large onion 
1 minced clove garlic 
1 (8ounce) can ‘tomato sauce 
1 (6-ounce) can tomato paste 
1% cups water 
1% teaspoons salt 
2 teaspoons mixed Italian herbs (or 1 teaspoon 
oregano, % teaspoon basil and % teaspoon 
marjoram) 
SPINACH MIXTURE: 
1% cups ripe olives 
1 (12-ounce) package frozen spinach 
4 eggs 
14 cup chopped parsley 

1 cup soft bread crumbs 
14 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

1 teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon sage 
WHITE LAYER: 

1 pound butterfly or shelf macaroni 

MEAT SAUCE: 1. Brown beef in oil. 2. Add 
onion and garlic, and cook until onion is trans- 
parent. Add ‘remaining ingredients. 3. Cover 
closely and cook very slowly two hours. 

SPINACH MIXTURE: 1. Cut olives in large 
pieces. 2. Cook spinach according to package 
directions, drain and chop. 3. Beat eggs well 
and combine with olives, spinach and all re- 
maining ingredients. 

WHITE LAYER: 1. Boil macaroni in boiling 
salted water until tender. Drain. In greased 3- 
quart casserole arrange layer of macaroni, 
layer of spinach mixture and layer of meat 
sauce, 2. Repeat until all is used, ending with 
meat mixture. Cover. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) 30 to 40 minutes. 3. Serve with 
Parmesan cheese, if desired. Serves eight to 
10, 

A favorite dress-up for a can of 
beans is the addition of tomato catsup 


or chili sauce, a dash of mustard and 
Worcestershire sauce and a topping of 
pepper rings filled with cheese. And 
there you have another party dish. 


PEPPER RING BEANS 
2 cans (16 ounces baked beans 
1% cup tomato ketehup or chili sauce 

1 tablespoon prepared mustard 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

4 green pepper rings 
4% cup grated cheese 

1. Heat oven to 350 degrees. 2. Combine first 
four ingredients in 1-quart casserole. Arrange 
pepper rings over top; fill centers with cheese. 
3. Bake 30 minutes or until hot. Makes 46 
servings. 

CHEESE AND BEAN CASSEROLE 

2 cans (16 ounces) beans in tomato sauce 

2 tablespoons finely chopped green pepper 
14 cup finely chopped onion 
% cup grated process American cheese 

1. Heat oven to 375 degrees (moderately 
hot). 2. Empty one can beans into 1%-quart 
casserole. Top with green pepper and onion. 3. 
Spoon remaining beans into casserole. Top with 
cheese, Bake at 375 for 35 minutes or until hot. 
Makes 4-46 servings. 

When you want a heartier dish—one that 
will suffice for an evening meal with only the 
addition of a salad—prepare one of the fol- 
lowing: 

BEANS WITH MEAT BALLS 
14 pound ground beef 
144 cup soft bread crumbs 
14 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon savory sauce 
1% cup chili sauce 
1 tablespoon shortening 
2 cans (16 ounces) baked beans 
% teapsoon chili powder, if desired 

1. Heat oven to 375 degrees (moderately 
hot). Combine first five ingredients; form into 
12 meat balls; brown lightly in shortening in 
skillet. 2, Combine beans and chili powder in 
l-quart casserole; top with meat balls. 3. Bake 
for 30 minutes or until meat is cooked through 
and beans are hot. 4. Makes 3-4 servings. 


PRAIRIE BEANS 

144 pound ground beef 

1 cup chopped onions 

4 tablespoons shortening 

2 teuspoons salt

1% cup tomato ketchup 

1 tablespoon apple cider vinegar
